Group V: Claims 71-81, drawn to compounds (and compositions thereof) encompassed 
by Formula (5); 

Group VI: Claims 82 and 83, drawn to a method of imaging a subject by administering 
compounds encompassed by Formula (1); 

Group VII: Claims 82 and 83, drawn to a method of imaging a subject by administering 
compounds encompassed by Formula (2); 

Group VIII: Claims 82 and 83, drawn to a method of imaging a subject by administering 
compounds encompassed by Formula (3); 

Group IX: Claims 82 and 83, drawn to a method of imaging a subject by administering 
compounds encompassed by Formula (4); 

Group X: Claims 82 and 83, drawn to a method of imaging a subject by administering 
compounds encompassed by Formula (5); and 

Group XI: Claim 84, drawn to a method of preparing a peptide conjugate incorporating 
compounds encompassed by Formula (2). 

The Examiner has also required that a species be elected for the purposes of the search 
and initial examination. Applicant accordingly identifies as a species, solely for the purposes of 
the search, the compound of Formula I, where L is quinolinyl, R is (CH2)4CH(NH 2 )(COOH); Z is 
COOH; and m and n are 1 .
